10 o'clock It was after 11 when It was

called to order. By common consent
everybody waited until after tho arrival
of tito- Richmond train. But few Rich-
moiiil lawyers came on this truln, how¬
ever. A number of the representativos of
tho .Richmond bar caino down lust night.
In the number Mr, William I«. Royall,
whom Mr, Thoin Introduced ¡it once when
tho session of the morning convened.
"Lord Mansfield and His Relation to

Our Laws" was the subject of Mr. Roy-
all's address. Ho treated the subject In
a bright, sometimes gosalppy way, that
claimed attention, lie at first dwelt upon
tho biographical features of his subject,
Lord Mansfield's personal traits, and an
outllno of his political Ufo. Ho sketched
in a picturesque way tho conditions ot
tho world at the time of, the "flovon.
Years' AVar,'1 and tho purl which Mans¬
field took In supporting PHI, the repi'o-
»onlatlve of Frederick the Great's ally.

Religion in Law.
"It was Lord Mansfield's crowning

glory," snld Mr. Royall, "that he saw Um
principles of Christiunlty Imbedded In the
civil law and applied thom in our Juris¬
prudence."

It was Lord Mansfield who did moro
than any other mnn had over done to
bring tangible personal property within
(he palo of the law. Ilo struck the
shackles from this species of proporty
and mudo It capable of being used In tho
vrdliiar^y transactions of business. It be¬
duino possible to transfer tltlo to property
liy meuiis of commercial documents us
bills of lading.
Mr. Royall digressed, considerably, to

invocate tho adoption of the Torrents
land systeii) In Virginia,

SAILORS TELL OF SUFFERINGS

The Stores On the Fever-Stricken Ship Became Unfit to

Eat, But They Had 10 Accept It Or Die.
(By Associated Press,)

CHKSTBR, PA. Aug. 0..Thirteen Scot-
llsh Hallore, laiton from the fevor-slrlcken
British steamship Barntoii, and now in
Ilio Chewier Hospital, tell a horrible tnio
of suffering, They nay that Hlores could
not bo .procured In tliu foreign ports,
mid when thoy wero at sea all tho meat
heciimo unfit to eat, but thoy either had
lo accept It or »larve. Tho men said,
however, that Captain MacOregor was not
to hlamo for tho condition of tho food,

wliloli Bpollcd after tho vessel had loft
shore.
After the men entered tho Chester líos*

pntal lhoy began io rnvo for rood, and In¬
sisted on being given a full meal. Tho
doctore found that tho worst of tholr
sufferings consisted of being nearly
starved to death.
Tho pullonts aro nil doing well. Thoy

are fed every three hours, their diet com¬

prising mille, soft boiled oggs, ceroals and
brolh. Thoy cat ravenously, always call¬
ing for more.

Glenn devoted three hours tö-üay to hear¬
ing argument pro anil con on Tho questuiti
of tho element of premeditation In the
killing of Guy Walston by hla father-in-
law, Will Exum, al Klnston In 11)01,
Exum being under sentence to bo hanged
at Klnston Soptomber 20th. Tho Gover¬
nor Is being urged to commuto tho sen¬
tence to life imprisonment, nnd says lie
will not unless^lt can be shown thero was
no premeditation In tho killing, in which
case it would be murder In tho second
degree.
Ex-Governor Aycock spoke In behalf of

prisoner, and Mr. Wooten in opposition
to commutation. With the counsel were
a number-of citizen» ?or nnd against the
commutation, among tho former being a

brother of the condemned man, and
among the latter two brothers of tho
murdered man.
Tho killing was In Waltsons' homo.

Wnlston nnd his mother wore discussing
family matters, and the latter told her
son that hor husband, Will Exum, was

going into another county to look up land
to rent. Wnlston· said, calling htm tho
vilest possiblo name, flint Exum (his step¬
father) would leavo her anil not return.
Exum overheard Walston from tho hall,
rushed Into tho room and shot Wnlston,
inflicting a mortal wound. Thero had
beoti bnrl blood between the two men for
somo time.
